• ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL Robert Kramer will 
become dean of the University Law School February \ upon 
completion of his duties in the outgoing Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. . /. 

Appointment of the chief of the Office of Legal Counsel 
and former Duke University 
law professor was confirmed 
by the University Board of 
Trustees early last week. 

In notifying Attorney General 
William Rogers he will leave gov- 
ernment service, Kramer said he 
would assume his new post with 
the realization his government Job 
has (aught him much, greatly en- 
riched his experience, and re- 
vealed "countless new aspects of 
fascinating problems of law, lead- 
ership and Justice arising in our 
Federal government and demo- 
cratic form of society." 

In addition, Kramer supported 
the attorney general's hope that 
the Justice Department will be 
able to adopt a definite plan for 
acquiring a year's service of se- 
lected law teachers. 

Both government and law 
schools will "benefit immensely 
from such an interchange of 
knowledge and skills," he said. 

His own opportunity, to gain the 
benefits from such an enterchange 
let Kramer see many aspects of 
the Justice Department about 
which he had previously had "only 
secondhand knowledge." 

As Law School dean, Kramer 
fills a post which has been vacant 
for several years. A series of act- 
ing deans have guided the school 
during that period. The last of 
these interim administrators is 
Charles Nutting, dean of the Uni- 
versity Law Center, of which the 
Law School is a part. 

The 47-year-old dean-designate, 
a graduate of Harvard College 
and Harvard University Law 
School, was editor of the Journal 
of Legal Education while a pro- 
fessor at Duke, and has held visit- 
ing appointments at various uni- 
versities and lay schools. 

"Your appointment," Rogers 
said in reply to Kramer’s notifica- 
tion, “is a well-deserved recogni- 
tion of your outstanding abilities." 

Dean Nutting described Kramer 
as “an outstanding figure in legal 
education in America." 

As assistant attorney general 
since October, 1959, Kramer was 
in charge of the Office of Legal 
Counsel and was responsible for 
preparing Presidential documents 
and issuing opinions to the White 
House. 

Kramer served In the army dur- 
ing World War n.

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UN Editor Proises Resolve I Job Jots 


To Stop World Colonialism 

• THE UNITED NATION’S recent adoption of a resolution to 


end colonialism in all forms stands as a landmark in the 
progress of that body, Wilfred Binns told faculty members and 
students at the School of Government luncheon last Thursday 
the library.

“It has pro- 
vided opportunities (or inde- 
pendence through orderly evolu- 
tion and peaceful means,” he said. 

Mr. Binns, editor and writer (or 
the press and publications bureau 
of the UN, said the trustee- 
ship system is quite similar to the 
mandate system o I the defunct 
League of Nations. The UN re- 
views annual reports submitted by 
administering authorities of the 
territories, Mr. Binns said. In ad- 
dition, the UN can accept a petl- 
' n which is presented in writing 
orally, and it can send missions 
visit territories. 

The influence of the trusteeship 
^stem, he added, is reinforced 
sigh the visiting missions and 
access the inhabitants have to 


the UN by their right of petition. 

Presently there are seven trust 
territories, and the trusteeship 
system serves them in a super- 
visory capacity. 

The United Nations plays an ac- 
tive role In helping these terri- 
tories in other ways, he said. The 
Economic Council for Africa, the 
UN apodal fund, and the Interna- 
tional Bank are fust a few of the 
organizations which work with 
the territories. 

The Trusteeship Council has 
been responsible for leading four 
of the original 11 territories into 
statehood, and for placing at least 
three others on the doorway of 
independence, Mr. Binns said. 
“The number of non-self-govern- 
ing territories has been reduced 
from 74 in 1946 to 50 now, and 
the population involved from 315 
million in 1946 to 100 million 
now."

As their first presentation the 
Players chose Eugene O’Neill’s 
“Long Voyage Home.” After an 
intermission in which coffee and 
cookies were served, the Players 
gave Noel Coward’s “Fumed Oak." 

The rationale behind the coffee 
hour is the presentation of plays 
in an informal arena stage set- 
ting. The Players lack of experi- 
ence with this type of production, 
and not poor talent may have been 
the cause for their medfocae first 
showing. 

In the theater-in- the-round or 
arena setting the audience frames 
the scene on three sides, and tends 
to give spectators a sense of par- 
tidpation in the drama. The Play- 
ers’ lack of experience with this 
kind of production showed up as 
an inability to create a separation 
between themselves and the audi- 
ence. Instead of projecting their 
stage personalities to the audi- 
ence, they seemed to respond to 
spectator reaction. 

The first play, "Long Voyage 


Home” seemed to be a better pro- 
duction that the second, “Fumed 
Oak,” because the cast seemed to 
avoid this fusion of audience and 
actor. This seemed to be attribut- 
able in part to the difference in 
lighting techniques employed in 
the two plays.
